Another evidence right at home, 
which sustains the record, was 
the effort of a Democratic mem- 
ber of the Board of Super- 
visors, when the matter of fixing the 
couuty tax levy for the coming year 
was under discussion on Monday last, 
to reduce the school fund levy from 
twenty cents on the $100 of last year,

BUSINESS AT WILMINGTON. 


During the month of September 
there were hardled at Wilmington over 
9,000,000 feet of lumber, including 
railroad lumber, (ties, etc.,) and about 
10,000 tons of coal. During the same 
period the custom house coilections, at 
the same port, amounted to over 
$13,000. 

During the year ended August 15th 
30,000,000 feet of lumber entered this 
port and went iuto buildings in Los 
Angeles county. These facts are sig- 
nificant of the rapid march of im- 
provement on all sides about us. 

Thirteen vessels are now in the 
offing. Within the past month three 
ships, with an aggregate tonnage of 
over 3000, one of them of 1500 tons 
burden, have lain along side the wharf 
and discharged their immense cargoes. 
Until revently the largest ship. that 
ever came to the wharf was of but 
one thousand tons burden. 

It looks strange to old residenters to 
see great ships crossing spaces of water 
which were in years gone by dry land 
or mud flats, navigated by pedestrians 
on foot, so to speak, in imitation of 
the traditional Hibernian.
